In Honor ot Gov. I'rnnklln 
A Pros- 
perous Community. 
Located about thrco miles and a 
half up tho 
river from 
Duncan is 
a 
littlo 
colony 
of agriculturists, 
tho first of whom settled 
thoro 
last summer. 
The country surrounding Duncan 
has always been noted for 
its pro- 
ductive soil and tho farmers theio 
havo always been 
prosperous, but 
there aro about 
3500 acres of first 
class land above Duncan 
that was 
practically 
untouched 
until 
last 
summer 
when 
Thos. 
Nations 
of 
Thatcher 
located 
thero 
and 
ho 
with others 
commenced 
tho con- 
struction of 
a canal, 
which 
is 12 
feet wide 
on tho 
bottom, for the 
reclamation of 
this largo body of 
land. 
Moro families arrived, most 
of them 
coining 
from 
Colorado, 
until now theio aro twelve families 
living thero, 
and 
it 
is expected 
that within 
two 
months 
twelve 
moro will havo arrived.

is 
not qnito finished 
yet but thoy expect to complete it 
this winter, when it will

Henry Daniels Shoots and Kills Lafayetto 
Fox. 
Tho Silver City Enterprise 
gives 
tho following account of a tragedy 
which occurred in Silver 
City 
on 
cloction day: 
"At G:30 Tuesday 
ovening, just 
after tho polls had closed, 
tho 
re- 
port of a riflo shot was heard from 
tho direction of an adobo houso 
on 
Yankio strcot. 
Peoplo who hasten- 
ed to tho placo saw a colored man 
named nenry Daniels standing 
at 
a doorway with 
a 
Winchester 
in 
his hand, whilo several 
other 
col- 
ored men wero 
making 
desperato 
cnort8 to get away fi om tho prem- 
ises as quickly as possible. 
With- 
in tho houso lay tho victem 
Lafa-yott- 
o 
Fox, dead, 
whilo 
a 
young 
colored 
boy 
named 
"Williams 
screamed with pain 
of a 
broken 
arm. 
From those who wcro present at 
tho time 
tho 
killing 
occurcd, it 
was learned that tho colored 
men 
had formed a political club to pull 
the purse of each candidato for as 
much as they could get. 
They 
of- 
fered for tho consolidation of each 
candidato a typewritten 
document 
representing that tho colored 
club 
controlled twenty-ni- 
voles, 
was 
in need ot lunds and requesting 
a 
subscription. 
That tho candidates 
or their friends subscribed 
liberal- 
ly was evident from tho 
fact that 
the division of tho boodle was tho 
causo of tho tragedy.

thero was about 81G0 on tho table 
in tho room and that young 
"Wil- 
liams was counting it out 
and 
ap- 
portioning each 
his share.

iels of holding out 827 which had 
been paid him.

and tho work will havo 
to bo all 
done over again. 
Tho 
dam 
was just completed 
when tho big flood 
came. 
It was 
250 feet high, and tlip water stored 
in 
its 
great 
reservoir 
covered 
several acres of ground. 
Tho 
de 
tails of tho terrible flood, tho lives 
lost and tho vast 
destruction 
of 
tho homes of ranchers 
along tho 
Hassaj'ampa river aro still fresh in 
tho minds of tho peoplo. 
Tho loss 
of tho dam cast a gloom over the 
great section of country Which was 
to bo benefitted, and was 
a severe 
blow to many ranchers 
who 
had 
purchased 
land 
and 
established 
homes availablo only when 
a 
sup- 
ply of water was 
obtainable 
from 
the Walnut Grovo 
stoiago 
reser- 
voirs. 
Tho water stored 
by means of 
this dam will bo 
used 
to irrigate

8800,000

was improperly 
constructed,

enough to withstand tho strongest 
pressure, and no danger

years 
ago I read a poem, 
over 
tho 
sig 
nature of "Tho Columbian Bard," 
and remember still the 
following 
short scntenco in that 
poem, 
and 
often repeat it: 
"Truth is strong and will 
prevail, 
For it proceeds from Heaven, 
It always did, and ovor shall, 
By inspiration given." 
Now I want to make an applica- 
tion of this eternal principle. 
It is claimed by those 
believing 
in inspiration that

of America by Columbus,

Fitch. 
In 
refering to this matter ho admitted 
tho facts and in justification 
said 
that ho supposed 
tho 
Democrats 
would do tho same 
thing 
if thoy 
were 
in 
power. 
Now, 
whilo I 
must admit that there may bo somo 
claiming to 
bo 
Democrats 
who 
would adopt such methods 
to

Arizona 
ad- 
mitted with tho other Territories, 
and why it would be still 
hold 
in 
Territorial bondage if ho should bo 
again sent there? 
In tho namo of 
alt that is Great ichy 
should 
such 
results follow 
his 
election? 
The 
answer is plain. 
If tho 
Republicans 
have 
tho 
power, tho samo methods 
will bo 
resorted to, and tho rights 
of tho 
people will bo disregarded 
in 
tho 
future as they 
havo 
been 
in 
tho 
past. 
I believe that right will eventuly 
triumph, I still havo

CUTTING 
POTATO 
SEED 


The rroper 
Vi'iiy to Do It Is to Sllco the 
Tubers Cro3isc. 
There is a right and wionp way to 
cut 
potato-see- d, 
and most people cut 
the wrong way. 
If you will take a po- 
tato and examine it caielully, you will 
the eyes, instead of being placed 
pioniiscuously 
about 
the potato, are 
in a more or less regular spiial 
from stem to seed end. 
If a. potato is 
split in half lengthwise after the eyes 
havo 
started 
in 
the 
spring, 
you 
can see the 
continuation 
of the eyes 
fiom where they appear on the surface 
to the center of the tuber indicated by 
a watery stieak, something after the 
manner shown in tho cut. 
Now, if iu cutting potatoes for seed 
the pieces are cut straight through the

xtnto, these branches will be cut off, 
and tho strength of the eye diminished 
niore or less. 
Tho proper way to cut 
llio tubers for seed is to 
cut 
them 
crosswise 
of the tuber, as indicated by 
the dotted 
lines, beginning witli the 
one near the 
stem-en- 
and 
going 
around with tho spiral produced by the 
eyes. This will leac the eye and its con- 
nection whole from the surfuco to cen- 
ter of the tuber, and it will be in the 
best condition to germinate and grow. 
It is not settled yet whether it is best 
to plant the tip or the seed end, or not. 
In practice I do not do it, as theie are 
so many eyes together there that they 
interfere with each other, ami, except 
with 
new 
and 
very 
highly 
priced 
seed, I clip the seed end squarely off 
and throw it away. 
The usual method of planting 
pota- 
toes is to cover three or four inches deep 
with soil, and plant in drills. 
This is 
probably the best way where the land 
is infested with 
w oeds, but I am con- 
duced that larger crops can be grown 
by mulching the surface with straw, 
w here there will not be too many weeds 
to contend with. 
Ono man in Illirois 
made a great success by using st "aw 
only as a cocring, putting on enough 
to keep it from drying out at any Juie 
during the season. 
I have tried this plan, with varj ing 
success, but a better way with me has 
been to prepare the ground in the best 
possible manner, and plant the potatoes 
as usual. 
In a few days a light harrcw 
is run over tho laud, and this is 
re- 
peated about the time the potatoes are 
ready to come through the 
ground. 
After this the mulch of straw is put on 
nnd tho only 
after-wor- k 
is to pull out 
the weeds that come through; 
a srjall 
tusk if the land has had proper 
during previous years. 
One 
of tli3 best and largest crops I ever grew 
was grown by this method. 
In whatever manner 
potatoes 
are 
planted, they must have thorough 
n, 
deep for the early paitof the 
season, and shallow after the roots be- 
gin to run across the rows, for there 
is not a crop that is injured more by 
having the roots torn off by eultintion 
than a crop of potatoes. 
Unless the 
roots hate plenty of room and plenty 
of food the crop cannot be a good one. 
This is one point where most people 
sin. 
They do not stop to think that 
tho 
potato-pla- nt 
has naturally 
long 
loots, and needs to be cultivated 
ac- 
cordingly. 
If tliis were attended 
to, 
the crop of the country would be enor- 
mously increased, with not a cent more 
of cost attached to it.
